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Government Insurance Has 
Liberal Reinstatement and 
Other Convenient Features 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 12.—Regulations 
of the United States Veterans’ Bureau lim- 
iting the time for reinstatement of war risk 
insurance for ex-service men to December 
31 of this year have been amended, effective 
January 2, 1922, so that men who have al 
lowed their policies to lapse aw reinstate 
them at any time before March 4, 1926, ac- 
cording to an announcement of Col Charles 
R. Forbes, director of the Bureau. 

It has come to the attention of the Bu- 
reau that a great omy of men have al- 
lowed their insurance to lapse because they 
do not realize their rights both to reinstat 
and convert their insurance into one of the 
permanent forms offered by the Govern- 
ment. 

Briefly, the requirements for reinstatemeni 
will be as follows: 

1. If the ex-service man’s insurance has 
lapsed for less than three months, and if 
he is in as good health as at the due date 
of the premium in default, he can reinstat 
by sc stating in his written application, ard 
by paying two months’ premiums on the 
amount of insurance he wishes to reinstat: 

2. If the insurance has lapsed for more 
than three months, it will be necessary for 
him to submit the report of a full medical 
examination in addition to his statement tes- 
tifying to his good health, and to pay two 
months’ premiums on the amount of insur- 
ance he wishes to reinstate. 

3. Where a medical examination is re- 
quired for reinstatement of lapsed insur- 
ance, such examination, at the request of 
the applicant, may be made by authorized 
medical officers or examiners of the U. S 
Veterans’ Bureau or the U. S. Public 
Health Service detailed to the U. S. Vet- 
erans’ Bureau, and shall be made by such 
officers when in the discretion of the direc- 
tor or district manager such procedure is 
deemed necessary, without expense to the 
applicant. 

4. Notwithstanding the above-stated re- 
quirements, an ex-service man who has al- 
lowed his policy to lapse may reinstate his 
insurance at any time prior to March 4, 1926, 
under the following regulations : 

If the ex-service man is disabled as a re- 
sult of an injury or disease contracted in or 
aggravated by his military or naval service 
during the World War, but is not totally 
and permanently disabled, he may reinstate 
his lapsed or cancelled renewable term in- 
Surance by submitting a report of a com 
plete medical examination to show that he 
is not suffering from any disability other 
than that contracted in the service. He also 
will be required to pay all past due monthly 
premiums which would have become pay- 
able if the insurance had not lapsed, to- 
gether with interest at a rate of five per 


cent per annum, compounded annually, on 
each premium from the due date thereof. 

Any ex-service man who is interested in 
reinstating his insurance may secure rein- 
statement blanks or further information, by 
applying to the Veterans’ Bureau district 
office or sub-office in his territory 

In order to illustrate some of the advan 
tages of United States Government Life 
Insurance, converted insurance, the Bureau 
cites the following provisions: 

(a) The permanent and total disability 
clause which has no age limit. Commercial 
policies ordinarily restrict liability under 
their disability clauses to ages sixty, sixty- 
two or sixty-five. 

(b) A full reserve is available, after 
twelve full monthly premiums have been 
paid, as a cash value. Commercial policies 
usually provide for a cash value at the end 
of the second or third year. This cash value 
is not ordinarily full reserve on the policy. 

(c) The policy also contains a provision 
that after twelve full monthly premiums 
have been paid the insured may borrow 
from the Government on his policy 94 per 
cent of the cash value thereon. 

(d) Premiums are payable monthly 
They become due the first of each month 
and payable at any time within thirty-one 
days including that date. 

(e) The policy is payable in 240 monthly 
installments or in any less number in mul- 
tiples of twelve if selected by the insured. 
The insured may also elect to have the in- 
surance payable in one sum. There is a 
provision in the policy whereby the insur 
ance may be paid to the beneficiary in 
monthly installments during his or her life 
time, but if he or she dies before receiving 
240 installments, the remaining unpaid in 
stallments would be payable in accordance 
with the terms of the contract. 

(f) The policy provides for extended and 
paid-up insurance. This extended and paid- 
up insurance is with right to total and per- 
manent disability benefits, and with right to 
dividends. The paid-up imsurance has a 
cash and loan value. The extended insur- 
ance has a cash value but no loan value 

(zg) The proceeds of this policy are ex- 
empt from all taxation, also the proceeds 
of the policy are non-assignable except that 
any person to whom this insurance shal! be 
payable may assign his interest in this in- 
surance to any other beneficiary within the 
permitted class. The proceeds of this pol- 
icy are not subject to the claims of creditors 
of the insured or creditors of any bene- 
ficiary to whom the proceeds may be award- 
ed, except claims of the United States aris- 
ing under the War Risk Insurance Act

In discussing this gigantic educational 
problem, Col. Charles R. Forbes, who, as 
director of the Veterans’ Bureau, is directly 
responsible to President Harding for the 
training of these men, said: 

‘Those in training under the Veterans’ 
Bureau range all the way from the illiterate 
to the highly skilled technician and profes- 
sional men. The Government is meeting its 
full obligation to all classes by giving them 
the kinds of training they most need in or- 
der to make them efficient workers. Many 
cf those in training are making a record 
which reflects honor not only upon them- 
selves, but on the Government they served 
and which is now serving them. 

The cooperation which the Gevernment 
is receiving from the various schools and 
establishments has enabled the Government 
to push forward the greatest educational 
program in the entire history of the world 
with the promise of ultimate success to the 
more than 100,000 disabled persons now en- 
rolled therein. 

The generosity of the Congress, the sup- 
port of the public opinion and the enthusi- 
asm engendered by the idea of placing again 
in successful civil employment those who 
svere maimed by the war, has made this 
undertaking the most magnificert and 
unique that any government has heretofore 
attempted.”

The decen- 
tralization plan means that the government 
is going out to meet the ex-service men 
rather than require them to hunt out the 
Government.

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ARMENIAN REFUGEE 
BOY MAKES JU. S. S. 
“OVERTON” HIS HOME 

Adopted and cared for by the crew of a 
United States Navy destroyer, an Armenian 
refugee boy of ten years has taken the name 
of the ship as his own and wants to make 
it his permanent home The vessel is the 
U. S. S. Overton, in command of Com 
mander Bruce R. Ware, U. S. N., and th 
boy was one of the thousands of refugees 
seeking safety and shelter in cities on the 
coast of the Black Sea. 

When the U. S. S. Overton was in Ba 
toum, Georgia, one of the small divisions 
on the Black Sea, in Octobe - 1920, the 
crew of its motor sailer, in wandering 
around on the beach, noticed an overturned 
boat, evidently used as a habitation. Look 
ing in they found an Armenian boy about 
ten years of age. The youngster was ap- 
parently starving and the crew took food 
ashore and gave it to him. In the course 
of a month’s stay the boy made himseli 
very much at home in the motor sailer, 
making frequent trips and busying himself 
in polishing her bright works and cleaning 
up the boat generally 

He could speak many languag includ- 
ing Russian, Greek, Armenian, Turkish and 
French, but no English. Very quickly he 
began to pick up English and was soon able 
to make himself understood sufficiently to 
tell his story. His mother and father had 
been killed, and he had no living relatives 
that he knew of. He had existed for some 
thing more than‘’a year under this boat, 
feeding himself from scraps thrown over 
board by vessels in the harbor, and occa 
sionally making small sums of money by 
shining shoes over in the town.

that the Overton was not in port. In some 
manner he managed to exist for more than 
1 week on the Constantinople water front, 
and when the Overton arrived he was wait 
ng on the dock to meet her first boat. 

\fter this there was no question but that 
the Overton was to be Harry’s home. The 
crew outfitted him and took charge of his 
education. He was given regular daily in- 
struction, and learned to read and write in 
English with remarkable rapidity. He was 
assigned regular duties in various parts of 
the ship and quickly learned to make him- 
self exceedingly useful His very obe- 
dience and brightness soon made him a uni- 
versal favorite. 

What his future will be cannot be fore- 
told. It is impossible for him to remain 
and return with the Overton, and every 
effort is now being made to find a home 
for him in Constantinople where he will 
receive proper care and be properly edu- 
cated.
